The 
heavy riKif of the Paris flour mills was torn 
from its moorings, {>ai-tially slid olf. and left 
in bad condition. The steciple of the Ha|itist 
church was b i lly twist*- 1, an 1 now leans fiU" 
over the street in a Uaiigerons manner. 
Many trew wein uprooted, and, togothsr 
with othi-r wreckage, were strewn in all di- 
rections.
